MONSTERS @F THE OCEAN. 


Prof. Verrillon the Devil-Fish of the 
) North Atlantic. . 
|New Haven (Conn.) Cor. New York Times. ] 
The eleventh, and next to the closing lec- 
ture of the Mechanics’ Course was delivered 
this evening. ia the little tneater of the Shef- 
_ field Scien'itic School, by Prof. A. E. Verrill, 
of Yale College. iis theme was one of start- 
ling interest, and would undoubtedly have at- 
tracted a very full house had it not been for 
the severe snow-storm which prevailed during 
the entire day und ipto the evening. As it 
was, however, the audieace was of good size, 
and thoroughly appreciative. Big ‘“‘tish 
stories” are particularly fascinating to every- 
body, and those whoattended this evening ex- 
pecting to hear most marvelous tales of huge, 
uncanny monsters were in no wise nisap- 
sointed. The lecturer for many years past 
as made the study of giant squid or devil- 
fish a specialty, and has carried on his inves- 
tivations under the most favorable circum- 
stances. Most of the Americanspecimens dis- 
‘covered have passed into his hands for work- 
ing up, and he has had the hearty co-opera- 
tion of several inteliigent persons residing in 
the regions where big squid are most abundant 
in procuring materials. These have been 
partly described at various time in scientitic 
papers, but the present lecture is the firat 
popular exposition given by Prof. Verrill of 
the results of all his labors in this line. The 
lecture was profusely itlustrated by means of 
juntera views and diagrams, and by alcoholic 
Specimens placed on the speaker’s desk. 
‘The lecturer began by defining what a devil 
fisnis. This name has been applied to many 
different creatures. In the West Indies 
acd on the coastof Floridaa large sting-ray 
cr species of cepadloptera is called devil-fish, 
ana the same term has been used to designate 
‘the goose fish or angler of our own coast. The 
devil fish proper, bowever, is generally un- 
derstood to be a member of the great group 
of mollusca, called by scientific men cephalo- 
pods, or head-footed. Victor Huyo has prob- 
ably Gone more than any other writer to bring 
tbe devil-tish into notoriety in his “*Toilers of 
tke Sea,”? and his description surely makes a 
very lije-like creature of it. But unfortu- 
nately he became hopelessly mixed up in his 
efforts to interpret nature, and 
hes presented us with +, 
animal having the characters of a cephalonod 
or poucpe, and a polyp or coral animal com- 
bined, and then he designates it as acephulop- 
tra, or sea-vampire, which can be none other 
than the sting-ray of the South. The ceyha- 
lopodea are repreeented by the common squid 
of our OWn Coast and by the octopus of warm- 
er shores, and these two varieties of devil-fish 
belong to two separate tribes or divisions of 
tliat gioup. The octopus always has eignt 
subequai arms, covered on the inner side with 
wuimereus sucking disks, Which are planted 
directiy on the flesh and are entirefy muscu. 
Jur; their body is short‘ and bag-like. In the 
squids, on the contrary, there are always 
twelve arnis, of which eight are subequal and 
two much longer than the remainder: the 
suckers are raised on slender stems and have 
serrated, horny ring-, and the body is elong- 
ate, witha pair of fins toward the hinder end. 
The octopi are sluggish in their habits, gen- 
erally move about by crawling ‘on the bottom, 
seek shelter in rocky crevices, and feed upon 
equally sluggish avimals, such as the shell- 
fish and crabs. 4 > 
But the squids’ are veryj active, can swim 
With great rapidity, both backward and for- 
ward, and ina circle; generally live upon 
fish, and bave ample means of offense and 
Ccefense. One species, living inthe Gulf 
Streain, moves withsuch velocity that it some- 
times leaves the water, and has been known 
to fall on the deck of a vessel. It is ealled 
the flying squid. Their structure ts in every 
Way superior to that of the octopi, and they 
must be considered asthe highest division of 
the cephalopods, as wellas of the]mollusca, 
the same way that nan is the culmination of 
tha group of vertebrate animals. ‘The outer 


hecy or the squid is really a thick, 
fieshy mantic, covering over the internal 
ergans and inclosing a cavity in which the 
* gilia lie. This cavity opens 


in front, about the head, and atlows the water 
freely io enter, but the opening closes with a 
valve, When the mantle contracts forthe pur- 
pose of throwing the water out again, and it 
ts thegefore made torush witb great velocity 
threugh asmail projecting tube, placed wun- 
cermeath the head, and cailed the siphon.

He works regularly and by sys- 
tem, writing from 8 a. m. to 1 p. m.,thendin- 
ing. apdtaking exercise in the afternoon.

Genuine, But it Takes 1,000 to Make a 
? Salable Stone.

The announcement that Mr. Ballantine 
Hannay, of Glasgow, would describe his pro- 
cess of producing diamonds artificially, at- 
tracted an unusually large gathering to the 
weekly meeting of the Royal Society last 
night. Mr. Hannay was not, however, pres- 
ent, and the papers were real by one of the 
secretaries. ‘The sccond paper, which occu- 
pied only afew minutes in reading,éwas a 
‘*Preliminary Note on the Artificial Forma- 
tion of liamonds,’’ by Mr. Hannay. Tie 
author mentioned that he had conceived that 
as geses under great pressure and at high 
temperature dissolved solids, which after- 
wards crystalized out on the heat aad pres- 


sure being removed, possibly water- 
gas—or gas passing from the 
liquid into the gaseous condition 


—imight act thus on carbon, which might sub- 
sequently crystalize in the form of diamonds. 
In this expectation he was disappointed. All 
forms of carbon, charcoal, lamp-black, gra- 
phite, etc., refused to dissolve under the con- 
dition presented tothem. After many fail- 
ures he was recommended by Prof. Stokes to 
take advantage of the observations of 
Messrs. Lieving and Dewar on the affinity of 
hydrogen for certain metals, and by this 
agency to dissociate the hydrogen from the 
carbon in the various hydro-carbons. He 
claimed te have eventually succeeded by sub- 
mitting ‘fa hydrocarbon” in the presence of 
‘*a bifrogenous compound’’ to immense 
pressure and heat, With the result that oa 
breaking open the iron tubes in which the ex- 
periments were performed minute ergstals o 
diamonds, orin other words crystalizeda ear- 
bon, Were found to have been deposited as 
the residuum. The paper was eriticised by 
several Fellows. No doubt was expressed as 
to the perfect good faith of Mr. Hannay. At 
the same time the attitude of the meeting Was 
one of scientific skepticism—taking the term 
in a perfectly inotfensive meaving—until fur- 
ther information was afforded it. This Mr. 
Hannay promised to supply at an early date, 
and to perform the experiments if nead be 
before the society or a committee appuinced 
by it. Meantiwethe great tronble ne had 
@as to find vessels in Which to make the ex- 
periment strong enough to bear the prodigi- 
Ous pressure they were subjected to. It also 
transpired that Hr. Hannay held out no 


hopes of bis experimeits ever 
being commercially valuable: at pres- 


ent the cost of making about 5 shillin rs? 
worth ofthe meanest stones exhibited being 
something like £5. It is, therefore, Only rica 
people who can afford the pastime of diamond 
making. Professor Siory-Maskelvne exvress- 
ed his firm belief in the good faith of his cor- 
respondent. The stones satisfied everv test ape 
plicable to the native diamond,and these tests 
having been repeated by Professor Roseoe, of 
Manchester, that gentleman e& yressed an 
equally contident oppinion as to their being 
genuine diamonds. Tbe main doubt as io 
their being genuine which still linzered about 
Professor Maskelyne’s mind was tae fact that 
the stones sent him were exceedingly minute 
—pone overthe 128th of a carutin weicht, 
and therefore all but microscopical. He could 
not see a single entire crystal, All the frag. 
ents seemed as if they were broken bits of 
larger diamonds, and one of the largest fray. 
inents more especially bore this character. 
The factof their being broken Mr. Ifannay 
attributed tothe mechanical vioience Waich 
they underwent on the heavy irou tubes jn 
which they were crystalized being broken to 
cetibem out. Finaliv, Professor Maskelyne, 
though at present eo isifering the discovery 
at best merely of + « entitie interest, was not 
altogether certain that now that the principle 
bas been stztck on larger s.ones micht not 
eventually be produced. The stone exhibited 
lilieda glass tube not much bigger thana 
(tHl and were so small that, as Professor 
Mastkelyne remarked, it would take about a 
thousand of them to make up the bulk of the 
smallest marketable diamend.

SAN FRANCISCO VIGILANTES. 


A Timely Reminiscence of the Bloody 
Days of 1856. 
[From the New York Herald. 1 


The famous episode inthe early history of 
California which excited the attention of the 
civilized world in 1856 has become dimmed 
in general recollection by stupendous intere- 
vening events, although perfec!ly well remem- 
bered in California itself. The only precise 
knowledge of it |g yy by the new genera- 
tion is derived from General Sherman, 
who, in his ‘*Memoirs,’’ gives a 
but one-sided and hostile sketch of 
tory. 

General Sherman was at the time a banker 
in San Francisco. Sometime before the crea- 
tion of the vigilance committee he had been 
appointed Major-General of the State militia, 
but had not accepted and qualified. On the 
outbreak of the disturbances he was persu- 
aded by the Governor to take the office, and 
he entered with characteristic dash and zeal 
upon the task of suppressing the “vigilantes.” 
As the movement was outside thelaw,it was the 
duty of the State government to suppress

it, and it « Was for General 
Sherman, aS commander _ of tie 
militia, to devise the plans. Buthe had no 


success, and threw up his commission ina 
disgust. Heappliedto Commodore Farra- 
gut, then stationed at San Francisco, for a 
ship, but was refused. He applied to Gen. 
Wool, then commanding the United States 
troops in California, for arms. He asserts in 
the ‘*Memoirs’’ that they were promised, and 
that Gen. Wool afterward denied his prom- 
ise, and he is pretty severely pandied in the 
**Memoirs’’ in consequence. When that al- 
leged promise was violated, Sherman found 
that he was powerless, since all tnearms3 on 
the coast were in possession either of the 
Vigilantes or Gen. Wool. Thereupan Sher- 
man resigned his commission aud went back 
to bis bank. Anapplication was afterwards 
made by the Governor to President Pierce 
for Fedcral assistance, which was refused. 
The best publicopinion was s» strongly on 
the side of the vigilantes thatit was deemed 
upwise to interfere. 

The state of affairs was much worse then 
than itis now. Casey, the Kearney of that 
period, had been exposed in the Bulletin asa 
graduate of Sing Sing Prison. On the same 
day he shot King, the editor, in the street be- 
fore the latter could draw his pistol. This 
was the culmination of an excitement which 
had been growing for weeks. Casey, after the 
shooting, went and surrendered himself to 
the Sheriff, a member of the ballot-stufting 
gang, who was his friend. The next day after 
King’s funeral the vigilantes went to the 
prison, seized Casey, tried him by their secret 
tribunal, convicted and sentenced bim, and on 
the following day hanged him and another 
murderer, Cora, in front of the vigilance head- 
quarters. These swift measures struck ter- 
10r into the corrupt ring, and the vigilantes 
kept control for the ensuing three months, 
untilthey bad accomplished their work, in 
the course of which they hanged four mis- 
creants and hanished about twenty. 
‘The most remarkable instance of their detiant 
und relentless energy was their arrest of the 
Chife Justice of the State for stabbing one of 
their constables, and they would have hanged 
him if the constable had died of his wound. 
The friends of Terry, the Chief Justice, ap- 
plied to the United States Judye for a habeas 
corpus, Which he found a pretext for refus- 
ing. They afterward procured a habeas corpus 
froma State Judge.which put the vigilantes in 
a dilemina. . But their wits were equal to the 
oecasion. Before the officer could approach 
io serve the writ thev had spirited away the 
Chief Justice and then opened their doors and 
told the cflicer to satisfy bimself/that they 
were detaining nobody in custody. When 
they had done their work they resigned, amid 
a festive celebration. Although they were 
fecbnical murderers no attempt was made to 
punish them, for ro jurv could have been 
fuund to bring in averdict of ruiltv. lor the

The Missouri Pacific Railroad Track and the 
Jefferson Avenue Bridge. 


Why Mr. A. A. Talmage Cannot Agree 
With Col. Flad. 


A good deal of late has been said about the 
cessation of work on the Jefferson 
avenue bridge across the Missour: Paci- 
fic Railroad. There has been nothing 
done by the contractor since last December. 
At that time he received orders from the 
Board of Public Improvements to stop opera- 


tions because it was too cold to get the stone 
down from Grafton; but the winter has been 
very mild, a the weatber has probably 
vDilayed a small@r part than some other things. 


It has been reported that the work 
bad been Stopped because of 
some differences between the Board 


of Public Improvements and the Missouri 
Pacific. A reporter called on 
' MR. A. A. TALMAGE, 
general manager of the Missouri Pacific, this 
morning.and asked him for any information he 
might have to give on the subject. 
‘‘Are you infany way interfering with the 
rogress of work on the Jefferson avenue 
ridge, Mr. Talmage?’’ 


‘“No, sir! we are not. But Col. 
Flad, of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, asks of us. something 


that is both unreasonable and unjust.’’ 

‘*What is that?’’ 

‘‘He wants usto lower our track toeon- 
form toacertain grade of thé southern ap- 
proach of the bridge. In other words, he 
wants to build the approach at a certain 
grade and make us lower our track from five 
to eight feet so. as to get our locomotives 


under it. He claims that this 
will have to be done in order 
to make the grade of the 


southern approach suitable to tke require- 
ments of the street railroad that is to be built 
on Jefferson avenue. Now. I can easily show 
that the bridge may be built without com- 
pelling usto lower our track and still tne 
grade on the approach would not be any 
greater than that on manv of the streets over 
which horse cars are run every day. We are

of the stone work, etc., of raising the bridze 
from the point to which Colonel Flad 
wishes to build it toa height suflicient to al- 
low our trains to pass under it, and I think 
this is all that should be asked cf us.’
